XIX. Claims 134-138, drawn to an automated system, classified in class 705, subclass

XX. Claims 139-144, drawn to system for automation, classified in class 705, subclass

XXI. Claims 145-153, drawn to multi-round bargain method, classified in class 705, 
subclass 35. 

XXII. Claims 154, drawn to case settlement method, classified in class 705, subclass 10. 
According to the Examiner, the inventions are distinct each from the other 

because Groups I-XXII are unrelated as they either are not capable of use together or 
they have different modes of operation. The Examiner also notes that the inventions are 
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distinct because, among other things, they have separate status in the art as shown by 
their different classification. 

Applicants respectfully disagree with, among other things, the designation of 22

groups, and respectfully traverse the requirement. In order to make this response 
responsive to the action, Applicants elect Group XIII with traverse. Applicants urge the 
Examiner to reconsider the restriction requirement. All of the Groups are in class 705. 
Among the 22 Groups alleged by the Examiner there are only 7 subclasses identified. 
With but one class and few subclasses, Applicants respectfully submit that the search 
burden is not great and can be performed all at once. A search and examination of all 
the pending claims and allowance of the all the claims is urged to be proper. 

Conclusion 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of this restriction requirement and an 
examination of all of the pending claims is requested. It is believed that all of the 
pending claims are in condition for allowance. Early and favorable action by the 
Examiner is earnestly solicited.
